REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The prior art of record fails to show or teach an exercise device which has both a cycling 
and stepping type exercise comprising a base frame, an upright post with pivot shafts, a drive 
wheel having a pair of cranks, a pair of elongated lever arms having front ends pivoted to the 
pivot shafts and a longitudinally extending slide groove thereon, a pair of slide seats each coupled 
to a respective crank arm and which slidably engage the slide groove, a pair of pedal members 
on the lever arms each slidably engaging the slide groove and fasteners for selectively fastening 
the rear ends of the pedal members to the slide seats and to the lever arms. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
